Irene, now 57, had even re- 
sorted to inviting Lana out to 
nightclubs so she could eat. 

The former L.A. club pro- 
moter also revealed she had 
seen Lana snorting cocaine 
and taking pills hours before 
she ended up being invited 
back to Spector’s home. 


Irene would soon learn 
of her friend’s tragic death 
from Lana’s mother. 

“When I heard there was 
a gunshot involved in the 
death,” said Irene, fighting 
back tears, “all I could think 
about was Lana’s phone call 
— and ‘dear God, oh no!”’ 

Spector — who oversaw 
hits for The Beatles and 
Cher — is serving 19 years to 
life in prison. Angry friends 
of Lana claimed Irene was 
paid off by the 75-year-old 
Grammy winner to declare 
his innocence. 

Irene, however, has suf- 
fered her own hardships. 
She has been diagnosed 
with lupus, and is on the 
verge of losing her home in 
Redondo Beach, Calif. 

“I’ve gone through a liv- 
ing hell because of this trial, 
and because my best friend 
died after telling me what 
she told me,” Irene said. 

“But I still think Phil Spec- 
tor deserves a new trial!” ne

F AILING health and a deadly thirst 
for power are driving Hillary Clin- 
ton to an early grave, The National 
ENQUIRER has learned in a bomb- 
shell investigation.

that have raised concern 
about her health. 

In 2005, Hillary fainted in 
Buffalo, N.Y. Four years later, 
the then-Secretary of State 
broke her right elbow in a 
mysterious fall. In 2011, she 
collapsed again while board- 
ing a flight in Yemen. 

The ENQUIRER also learned 
Hillary suffers from the early 
stages of multiple sclerosis. 
The autoimmune disease af- 
fects the brain, spinal cord 
and other areas of the body. 

Dr. Leslie R. Matthews, as- 
sistant professor of surgery 
at Morehouse School of 
Medicine in Atlanta, told The 
ENQUIRER that Hillary “could 
have early symptoms of MS 
that went undiagnosed for 
years .” 

The expert, who 
has not treat- 
ed Hillary, said: 
“Sometimes MS 
lays dormant for 
years ... certainly 
the stress of po- 
litical life would 
exacerbate the 
symptoms.” 

Hillary is also hid- 
ing alcohol abuse — which 
has lead to major depression 
and paranoia. The source said 
the driven candidate downs 
four or more drinks of liquor 
a day and recently confessed 
to daughter Chelsea: “I’m an 
alcoholic! Please help me.” 

TO DETERMINE EXACTLY 

how long Hillary has to live, 
The ENQUIRER used a “lon- 
gevity calculator” created by 
University of Pennsylvania. 

Based on the information 
from Hillary’s secret medical 



file, the results showed that 
Hillary has “already exceeded 
her life expectancy” — and 
it’s unlikely she’ll make it to 
her 69th birthday on Oct. 26, 
2016 — less than two weeks 
before the presidential elec- 
tion day on Nov. 8.

BLADDER STONES 

Our Lhasa Apso had surgery 
for bladder stones twice. Will 
they come back again? 

Briefly, there are two types of 
bladder stones. Primary stones 


form when the body is unable 
to keep certain minerals in 
solution, and they begin to pre- 
cipitate out and form a stone in 
the urinary tract. Secondary 
stones form as a result of a uri- 
nary tract infection (UTI). 

Pre-surgery, it is key to es- 
tablish if a lower UTI is present 
and, if so, treat it. If the stone 
is analyzed in a lab and found 
to be a secondary stone, treat- 
ment of the UTI should prevent 


any recurrence of the stones. 

If no infection is present, 
stone analysis is still important 
because it allows the vet- 
erinarian to use diet changes 
and/or drugs to lessen the 
likelihood of a recurrence. 

In all cases it would help if 
water intake is increased.
